fir Richard has played a promi- 
nent part In tin- field of history, and 
he ts a leading figure in Scottish edu- 
cation in general. He is also a writ- 
er of note, and Is well known on this 
.-■;tie. of the Atlantic, as ho has at- 
tended several international confer- 
ences here and in the Stales. 

"I have (wat faith in Winston

EXPEDITION MADE 
BY SOCIOLOGISTS 

Mixed Class Inspects Interior 
of CN.R. Shops 

Dr. (J. .V. Dawson, Director of the 
Deparlmciii of Social Science treated 
his class of Soe'al Science I to a very 
interesting and enjoyable afternoon 
yesterday. The whole clans connlsl- 
Ing of about } forty students or both 
sexes, paid a vis t lo the N'. It. 
shops al Point Si. Charles. Social 
Scientists are interested n the study 
of production on a largo scale and the 
relation which it lifts to labor and 
coiiKOUUCnlly to society: hence this 
visit was keenly interesting; to the 
clasr. . 

Under the leadership of Mr. Wil- 
son. Supt . of the Shops, the party of 
students were shown through the 
efctire plant. Engines in all stages 
of dissection met their gaze and com,- 
pelied them lo renlisto very forcibly 
thai the little locomotive which pulls 
them home after the exanir is com- 
posed of most intricate and delicate 
members. Wheels were seen being 
re-bored, axles repaired, safety- valves 
manufactured and put on. 

One very outstandlnr Mature at the 
Shops Is the huge engine crane tap- 
alile of lifting a maximum weight of 
one hundred and seventy- five tons, 
but as yet the heaviest locomotive it 
has raised has been under 125 tons. 
• Another very interesting feature is 
the massive hydraulic press which is 
used in shaping all large pieces of 
irregular shapes. 

After the inspection the class 
crowded into~ Mr. Wilson's private 
office ujid were not bashful in ask- 
ing him to explain various points 
about the Plant of which they were 
in doubt. 

The class' intends to .make several 
more expeditions, one of which will 
probably be lo the Bordeaux Gaol.

Th.. constitutional development of 
Canada from the time of the British 
conquest to the rebellion of 1S37 -which 
marks a turning point, .n colonial 
government was traced at last night's 
meeting of the Historical Club by 
Mr. \v. cj. Johnson, K. C. , pro- 
minent, Montreal barr.'ster and a 
former vjee-presidvat ot the club. 

The meeting which was held at the 
h&me of Mr. .7. S. Hrierley wag at- 
tended by the eminent British hia- 
torian. Sir flic-hard Tx>dge. who in a 
short speech at the close ot the meet- 
ing; gave II as his opinion that Can- 
adian history was chiefly interesting 
for two reasons, the problem, of the., 
welding together of two distinct races 
to form awnething like a national 
unity, and the lead Canuda has al- 
"«y« and invariably taken in the re- 
lations between mother country and 
what were once colonies and are now 
dominions. A great resrions5bllity 
now was Canada's in view of this, 
the responsibility of settling the 
question of Canada's relations to 
foreign countries and the mother - 
country's part in those relations, " 

The causes leading almost inevitably 
to a clash between English and French 
were outlined by Mr. Johnson, who 
began with a discussion of the gov- 
ernment of Canada resulting from the 
proclamation of 1763, when repre- 
sentative government was nullified by 
the test paths which prevented the 
French Catholics from membership 
in the assembly, with the result that 
the tolerant Murray did not summon/ 
an assembly at all. Thus tho gov- 
ernment was entirely in the liand.s of 
a small English group, the people, 
f-'t ; overwhelmingly French, being chief- 
ally: discontented with the loss of their 
old accustomed laws. Generally 
spea.king the French peasants would 
have been content to be !'^fi .alon- 
tvith the r own relig.oh and their 
own laws. 

The Quebec Act of 1771 gave every- 
thing practically that the French had. 
demanded. The test oaths were les- 
sened in their severity, and Fran 
civil latw established. Indeed at 
time the home government seemed ot 
the opin on that. Canada was to be 
a purely French country. But the 
American Revolutionary War resulted 
in a great number or Brit sh people 
pouring Into the country, and dem- 
anding their accustomed representat- 
ive government. The Quebec Act had 
been immensely popular with the 
Clergy and tlie seigneurs, but the 
peasant? were sullen under the re- 
newed oppression of the dues of the 
old regime, while the whole English 
population was resentful and scorn- 
ful of the act. 

Then by the Constitutional Act ot 
t79t the country was divided into 
two distinct provinces. Where the 
Quebec Act had the effect of setting 
one race against another the new 
act save to Hie each race the op- 
portunity to smite the other, and 
they proceeded to do so. In Mr. 
Johnson's opinion it was extraordin- 
ary how the rwo races fought so 
fiercely only to emerge united onoe 
more. From i7!u until IS40 they were 
separaied only i<> find bow little there 
aad been to separate them at all. The

and his dogs, or quoting Burns. This 
is defining éducation not in terms of 
"counts" una "credit" courses uf 
"majors" and "minors", nor in pro- 
fessional or other vocational achieve, 
moûts, but In simple spiritual and in- 
tellectual values.

YOUTH WANTS WAR?? 



Seven years ago there was a war being waged between the 
nations of the world; and in that war were horrors inconceiv- 
able, atrocities beyond description, hate without boundaries, 
meanness and vileness without measurement to the depth of their 
lowness, bravery all glorious, heroism magnificent, and death 
never ceasing. But out of that war came a longing for peace and 
quietness upon the face of a troubled earth, a sincere desire on 
the part of many peoples to see the future difference*; between 
. all nations settled amicably and without bloodshed. And all 
jthesc things were years ago . 

But a few days ago, according to press reports which were 
received on this side of the great water, there arose a grizzled 
general of wide repute and army fame, and with that prophetic 
visfjn. that inner eye, which only the great possess, he uttered a 
statement which has gone around the world, a statement to the 
effect that the young men of the nation were "fed up" with 
peace, that they had experienced in sufficient quantities the plea- 
sures of peace, and that they were willing to cast aside refinement 
and ease of civilization fo r all the barbarisms, cruelties and des- 
picable customs and habits of war. 

Youth wants war! The statement of General Sir lan Hamil- 
ton has flashed around the wires and has appeared in the press 
of the globe; but personally we are of the belief — -and it is a 
firm belief — that the General, upon whom we wish |to cast no 
discredit whatever, is' •'much too far "away from youth to know 
what youth does want. He is among the ranks of those who are 
ready to descend into "the sear the yellow leaf", when the days of 
full vitalijly of sinew and of mind are only things of memory and 
when one sighs, with utter dismay and with shocked eyebrows 
.and uplifted hands that the "young men and women of to-day 
ar| not" like we used to be." Sir Ian and his gallant coterie of 
friends might have strained at the harness and gnashed tha re- 
straining bit, as they waited for bloodshed in the spring of their 
lives. But now that they are in the autumn, why should they cry 
from the housetops that their sons and grandsons are eager for 
carnage? 

True it is .that youth is restless and youth wants excitement. 
But ,the restlessness may be cured and the excitement mayi be 
|| found in many of the walks of peace, either on the frontiers of 
civilization or in the very strongholds of civilization itself. The 
youth of to-day, though it has no,t tasted of war in all its :bitter- 
ncss, has seen that ghastly monster in its utmost, fury. And where 
.'.the sight shocks and repels, the taste is not desired, or is it need- 
ed. We, the youth of to-day, have seen enough of war, to know 
•tW vr „ .-j 0 not want it> d e9pite the authoritative statements of a 
.'" ""'red general.

inherent error of the act, said Mr. 
Johnson was that responsible gov- 
ernment w-as impossible then nnd it 
took forty years of agitation before 
the home government, realized that 
fact.

Complete com rol of judicial and 
civil appointments rested in the hands 
of' a small group. Gradually hitler 
feeling became .evident, an the French 
grow to understand 'the true ideas of 
British constitutional government. Mr. 
Johnson particularly pointed out t.lic 
eagerness with . .Which : , the , French 
sought 1 information .regarding this. 
The French became incensed at the 
audncloii attempt of the English to 
control everything and the fires of 
racial hatred were fanned. The speak- 
er confined himself practically *n- 
tirely to the question In bower Cana- 
da. In time the great source of con- 
tention oamo^'«o be the conirqVpf the 
revenue .--'-The.- strtfgglo " waa" , 'c.irr.od 
on with increasing bitterness and in- 
tolerance by botli sides, the governor 
and appointed counc.l, and the elect- 
ed assembly, with the result that It 
became impossible to pass any useful 
legislation.

HOW MANY LANGUAGES 
DO YOU SPEAK? 

How many languages do you 
speak? Unless you are a profession- 
al interpreter or ha.ve traveled in for- 
eign lands extensively, you wjll pro- 
bably reply. "One, of course, Eng- 
lish." But. did you ever stop to con- 
sider that English is composed of do- 
zens of other tongues — in fact, you 
cannot say even so simple a thing as 
'house" without bringing Into th» 
imagination several languages foreign 
to the person who thinks he speaks 
only English. 

, Many houses have a "garden" 
el.thsr^lajge, or,,srciall.. in. connection 
with a house. "Garden" means an 
enclosure and comes from the old-Vl. 
kings so well known to the modern 
world for their marine exploits. The 
porch which you step upon before 
entering the house is a Latin word; 
the vestibule which you stop into 
from the porch i s also Latin, which 
originally was the place where the 
Romans left their vestments or over- 
coats. 

The parlor 1 Is -derived.!, from tho. 
French word "parler" meaning to 
speak- It is the place where you talk 
to your friends. The dining room Is 
also French, but , the drawing room 
Is English. Tile word originally was 
"withdrawing loom" the place to 
which people withdraw after dinner. 
"Boudoir" is French 

Then ; there is the room lor womon 
the "boudoir." This is derived from a 
French word meaning "a stilkiufi 
place." ra nd 'It was the room to which 
l he lady of the house retired to get 
rid of her III humor when she, was 
feeling that she haled everybody. A 
recess |'i a room is called an alcove., 
irhicli is an Arabic word meaning 
arch. 

The Kitchen is Latin. It ^eenis to 
have originally come from the word 
nculll'J-y but Iherc is much dispute as 
to whether tills was the place w'icrc 
the Romans put their Iraya and cook- 
ing utensils and the Vikings stored 
their huge black pots. The larder Is 
a French word, meaning, u bacon. 
«.oro. 

The bluireosc is German. At the 
top of tbc staircase is the passage, a 
Frençli word meaning "apace for mov- 
ing to and fro, 1 ' Komestimes .this pas- 
sage l H called a. corridor, which is u 
Latin word meaning a "runri':nga!:ôijt 
place."

Dear Sir, — The proposal recontly 
considered by the Students Council, 
regarding the establishment of a Lord 
lîcctorshlp at thiB university, does not 
seem to ha.ve drawn forth much com- 
ment from the student body. The 
question therefore naturally arises as 
to whether all are of one mind con- 
cerning the proposition, or whethor 
thero Is an entire lack of Interest In 
the whole matter. 

Tho proposal seems to me to be a 
very valuable one, and It would surely 
be unwise to allow it either to be laid 
usldo or to be carried Into effect with- 
out any expression of opinion. H will 
of course, be carefully considered at 
the special meeting of the Students 
Society next week, hut those who tako 
part in the meeting 'would probably 
feel much more confident in proceed- 
ing with any plans If they had pre- 
viously received some jajea of the 
trend of undergraduate opinion. 

Under the present plans the first ot 
the Lord Rectors (who would each be 
elected for a term of three years) 
would ,be a. British srubiect. The man- 
ner or his choice is wise; for j'I 
nominations, even after receiving the 
support of one hundred members of 
the Society, must be ratified both by 
the Students Council and by the 
Principal, utter he has obtained the 
consent of the nominee. Thus It is 
very unlikely that an imprudent 
selection could be made for this 
position, tho appointment to which 
should be considered a msrlc of high 
honour. 

Thero Is little doubt that the ostab- 
llshment of a Lord Rectorship at Mc- 
Glll might have considerable Imperial 
significance. It would form another 
link- in the Invisible chain which holds 
the British Empire even more elosciy 
together, slnco it would tend to bring 
before ns in Canada men from other 
parts of the Empire who have both 
wisdom and vision, and a true under- 
standing of the many problems of 
national and international life and re- 
lations. 

When It Is considered that lhi s - now 
position could be created and filled :it 
no expense to tho student body, it 
would seem to bo most desirable that 
the Lord Rectorship bo established at 
McGill.

Jitcllcctual upalhy, rather tlmn Intel- 
lectual uiithuslasm. Many profess- 
ional students, to be sure, do exhibit 
commendable interest In their spe- 
e'allles, All too frequently, however, 
this Is inspired not by a burning eurl- 
oslty to know the truth, but by the 
worthy but relatively -commonplace 
des re to be successful In the com- 
petition or after life. Were it not 
for this obvious relationship between 
good scholarship and profess onn'l effi- 
ciency and the fact that the special- 
ized schools get tho henlfit of the 
wooding out process conducted'- In- 
die College of Literature, Science 
and the Arts, the profess omil stu- 
dents would probably have no greater 
Intellectual curiosity than do those 
iil the Literary College. Through 
force of c'rcumslances, however, tliu 
latter has to suffer. That it repre- 
sents tho lenst satisfactory state of 
Intellectual interest and that it com- 
prises hnJf the student body would 
seem reasons enough for mak ng il 
central to this study. lint there is 
the further considérât on that, since a 
large proportion of men and women 
In professional courses spend from 
one to four years '.n the Literary Col- 
lege, any heightening of Intellectual 
enthusiasm among the hitter's stu- 
dents would react favorably on tho 
Other schools and colleges- 

The background of the majority of 
entering freshmen Is not conductive 
to a h"tgh degree of intellectual inter- 
est. As an eminent literary critic, 
has said; "Our teaching is strewn 
upon a bare and barren hinterland 
where, f ading no soil to root in, it 
dries UP and blows away." The two 
dominant characteristics of the times 
In which we live, comnicrc allsin and 
I speed, have led us to regard the nil to - 
; mofclJo, magnate and the aeroplane 
pilot as the true heroes, the. scholar 
being but an uninterost ng recluse 
who is neither trying to make a for- 
tune nor spending his 1 fis In the end 
less search for a noisy, speedy and 
otherwise immoderate g.i>l time. 
Twentieth century oh Idren grow up 
in a world of hasty and superficial 
1 ving of which newspinc- scandals, 
professional athletics, and somewhat 
sordid or .sentimental moving pic- 
tures are typical express ons. The 
quiet evening at home is well-nigh 
a thing of the past in Amer'can fam- 
ilies. Automobiles and moving pic- 
tures lure adults as well as ch ldrcn 
away from the family circle where 
formerly the taste -for good reading 
wag acquired and stimulating con- 
versation carried on. The whole task 
of education has been given over to 
the pr'mary and secondary schols — 
good institutions, but quite incapable 
of combatting successfully all the 
forces opposing the'r eforts- What 
I a contrast with the situation in Ger- 
! irpny dniirfg Miinsterberg's youth! 
I "The teachers were silently helped 
by the sp'rit which prevailed in our 
homes with regard to the school work,. 
The school had the right Of way; our 
parents reinforced our belief in the 
work and our respect or the teach- 
ers. A reprimand In the school was 
a. shadow in our homo life; a word of 
praise In the school was a ray of sun. 
shine for the household " Now- 
adays neither the parents nor the 
children are primarily interested in 
the school work. The former are dis- 
tracted by other duties and amuse- 
ments. Uie latter find the element 
of emotional adventure In the leani ng 
process insufficient to compete with 
the many more colorful pursuits at 
hand. 

The diff'cultlcs which the liberal 
arts college In a state university fa- 
ces arc compounded chiefly of two 
elements; — intellectual indifference 
and numbers. Either aiione would 
present a form'daMe problem, but to- 
gether they give rise to a well-nigh 
insoluble one. "Great numbers have 
laid education under necessity. They 
have compelled close organisai on, 
and organization means median cs, 
and mechanics means artificiality." 

The freshman throngs which yearly 
tax the capacity of our recitation 
rooms require large classes, formal 
testing of knowledge, credit by hours, 
grading systems, absence, reports, 
wurn'ngs. and probation — things 
which do not tend to make education 
more vltul. Wor'i these mon and wo- 
r.oii who flock to our colleges pos- 
sessed of a burn'ng des're for know- 

dgo, the problem of their numbers 
m'ght be satisfactorily met. nun, 
unfortunately, very few are guilty of 



any such feeling. Probably the ma- 
jority come tu increase their earning 
power in later life; ninny to spend 
a pleasant four years and emerge On 
il superior social level; some to dis- 
tinguish themselves In athlet cs or 
other exl.ra-curricular activité»; a 
small minority to- increase tho nieiin- 
ng of their lives by achieving a hol- 
ier umlurstumlliiK- ol man and nature 
Collego is no loiuier. If it ever was 
solely a. place for those win, wish to 
'become cultured; i, s a. social prac- 
tice ground where men and women 
learn to ninko friends and to enrrj 
on mutual undertakings, whore the; 
acquire a certain amount of poi'iih 
an, I / joy free from worries tin 
most delightful period of life. Il s 
small wonder that the intellectually 
eager are almost unremarked In the 
throng. Collided with apathy toward 
thiigs of the mind Is the lack of o 
.sufficient foundation of knowledge 
upon which to- rear a wcll-lnshlono 
structure. "Now. when nil' dusse: 
come to college, tho college must give 
that aotvo, positive Inickgroiini 
which in former generations was pre. 
pared for It outside. It must create 
Hie Intellectual stomach ns well at; 
present tho food." , 

There '« no need 10 rehearse ben 
:ho facts concerning tliu lulcllcclu: 
life of students n the College of Lit 
enure. Science, nd the Arts at .Mich' 
gun. The situation !„ presumably 
not ni.nch better, ami not much worse 
than that existing in other large Am 
erlca.il universities. - Twenty hours 
of prepornUon a. wools outside of the 
class rooms |s a liberal average. The 
student's Interest in the external 
rather th.^i the vital, is too apparent 
to require oxpos't !'"•:: Those forms of 
achievement are coveted which g've 
Immediate and obvious glory. I 'laces 
on athletic teams, ed torships of stu- 
dent publications, presidencies of stu- 
dent orgauiat 'ons, are sought with 
unflagging zeal, and scholarship re- 
legated to a subordinate position. 
What w'th athletic Practices, com- 
mittee meetings, play and musical 
club rclKtirsal.*» movjn-î pictures, 
dances.- intercollegiate games, and — 
what is worse — hours and hours of 
die talk about these and other diver- 
sions, liitlo time is left for the prin- 
cipal purpose of the college— study ! 

It is discouraging enough for the 
college to have to work with sucli 
nVueriul. It is more discouraging to 
have the standards of the general 
American l'fc constantly imposed up- 
on the institution, as in the case of 
intercollcg'ate athletics, thus affect- 
ively, prevent'ng the development 
of higher a|m s among students. Tho 
evil influence of many alumni in 
glorify'ng the less important features 
of college life is well known. As for- 
mer Dean Keppel has said, "The in- 
terest of many an. alumnus lu the 
team of his college i s really no more 
academic than is that of the Chicago 
man in the "Cubs' 1 and many a father 
holds forth upon his son'Ls perform- 
ance at college exactly as he wouid 
upon those of a promising threo- 
ycar-old in his stable." 

Many of the so-called studem acti- 
vais, are of course, valuable, Perhaps 
all would be |t they were entered in- 
to' solely as a means of self-express- 
ion and training in cooperation. Too 
often, however, the Incentive is the 
desire for prominence. Other rea- 
sons swell the number of oand'dnics, 
but if tho editor of The Daily, the 
captain of tho baseball team, and the 
pres'dent of the Union were not bo- 
roes In the eyes of undergraduates, 
these activities would lose much of 
the'r charm. Nor Is the academic 
work wholly free from the tnlnt of 
personal aggrandizement. Tho Idea 
of brain act vit y as a. pleasure In It- 
self, -said to be common among the 
French; Is quite fore'gn to the Ameri- 
can student's mind, lie does not re- 
vel in the discovery of truth nor Is lie 
keenly desirous of acquiring '-h.it 
breadth of knowledge and that depth 
of sympathy which s Irno culture. 
Many make brilliant records for 
•honrc the great fields of Intellectual 
endeavor have Utile charm. Some 
are aiming for i lie Plv Beta Kappa 
key or another s uch murk of achieve- 
ment. Others l'Ile up honor points 
as a m ser his gold piecos.— Mlc-hi- 
gnn Daily.
